of importance almoft exceeding calcula- 
tion. i 


The weftern boundary of Louifiana is’ 


not afcertained,and there are various opi- 
nions about it: ~The jurifdittion of the 
governor of Louifiana at prefent ends, 
and that of the Spanifh province of Tax- 
us begins, about miles weft of the) 
port of Natchitoches, on the Red river; 
- and it does not appear that there ever was 
any agreement between the governments 
of ‘France and Spain, concerning it-— 
This is a matter of confiderable import- 
ance; for wherever the lines is, it muft 
run through a remarkable rich and fertile 
country; and a few miles either way of 
fo long a line, is of confequence. 
In-Bouifiana (as in all Spanifh coun- 
tries) the Roman Catholic religion ts the 
only one tolerated. Some among them 
‘(who are ftrongly attached to that reli- 
gion) have expreffed to me their fears, 
that when the American government 1s 
eftablifhed over them, they will not be 
permitted to worfhip as they pleafe ; but 
I have affuredthem their fears are ground- 
lefs. They arë quite happy with their 
prieft at Natchitoches, who was former- 
ly an abbot in France; and is onc of the 
few who, during the Jate difturbances 
there, faved his life by flying to England, 
though not withotit a broken back, which 
is Rill crooked: I had lately a kind of 
argument with a perfon; that could not 
be fettled without reference being had to 
the bible: One was accordingly produc- 
ed from the bottom of a trunk, where it 
had been hid, I exprefled my furprite 
atthe circumbtance of its having been fe- 
_cretéd; and was told, that all the pice 
who had lived among them befote Father 
Pavia (the prefent one) had made a prac- 
tice to burn all the bibles they could 
_ find, telling the people, that they ought 
to know no more about feligion; than 
what they (the priefts) choofe to tel) 
them.. That though Father Pavia had 
hot deftroyed’ any bibles fince his refi- 
- dence among them, they were fufpici. 
cus that he would not always continue 
to thew them fuch lenity in this refpect. 
But that in faét, his predeceflors had 
madc fuch havockamiong the bibles,there 
were but few left in the country. 

There isa family, by the name of 
‘Meffier, now living in the village of Nat- 
chitoches confifting of three brothers and 
two filters, with. whom I am_ well ac- 
quainted, having been frequently called 
to vifit all of themin amedical capacity. 
‘Their father was formerly governor here, 
and afterwards governor of St. Antoine, 
where he -died; their mother was a 
daughter of the Duke of Orleans, of the 
royal blood of France, which has pre- 
vented any of the prefent family from 
marrying. ‘They are all ftrong republi- 
cans, and, are highly pleafed with the cef- 
fion of Louifiana to the United States. 
They draw an annuity from their mo 
ther’s family eftate in France. 

The two fifters conduct with great pro- 
priety, are efteemied and refpected for 
their virtues, and are-good chriftians.— 
The eldeft brother is a man of real worti 
ftriét in his morals and yery incependent 
in his circumitances, The two younger 
brothers are fomeWhat flighty ; one of 
them has been banifhed from Louifiana 
on account of his republican principles, 
but has got back again. 

I could add many more remarks con- 
cerning thistrely fine country; but £ have

'fiding in Concord, N. C. dated-Janu- 
ary 25, 1804. > 
s Dear Sir, ee 

Your letrer of the 19th ult. came fafe 

to hand and agreeable to your requett, I 
will give you fuch information as I am 
in poffelfion of, on the fubject of the gold 
mine. Its difcovery was made early in 
the month of July, 1803, by a {mall fon 
of Mr. Reeds, who was diverting himfelf 
in fhooting fmail fifh with a bow and ar- 
row. He difcovered a piece near the 
fize of the one inclofed, at the bottom of 
the creek, and immediately fhewed it. to 
his father. ‘The face;of the country in 


the neighborhood of this place is for the |’ 


moft part very uneven—the foil barren 
and rocky. The bed of the creek where 
the gold was found is compofed of per- 
pendicular ftrata, of rock running N. E. 
and $. W. in the chinks of which, inter- 
mixed with fand, the gold is found.— 
The flint and blue colored rock prevail. 
Another kind is found irregularly inter- 
[perfed, perfe&ly black, and incrufted 
with a fubftance refembling foot. Ano- 
ther fubftance refembling a cement made 
of tar and fand is found: This, fir, is 
as near as Í can give adefcription of the 
bed of the creek where the gold is found 

The large mafs you mention loft about 
fifteen per cent. Smaller mafles loofe 
from two to five per cent. 

The inclofed piece will give youa 
more corre idea of the gold in its na-; 
tural tace, than any defcription which I 
can give. The total amount is eftimat- 
ed to be worth between twelve and fif- 
teen thoufand dollars.”
